1. Long-Term Exchange Proposal - iapPIsPSSI Chairman of the Ad Hoc 
Subcommittee appointed to deal with the Soviet proposal for an exchange 
in In strument Construction and Means of Automation, was present. Mr. 

JSBI stated that while the Subcommittee paper dealt only with long-term 
exchanges, the US net advantage position applied also to the short-term, 

3-4 week, exchange. Aa stated in paragraph 5 (e), the longer the exchange 
the greater the advantage, but the short-term advantage would be substan- 
tial. In answer to Mr. Lee’s question, ■HH^Bsaid that paragraphs 5 25X1 A9a 
(c, d, and e) were recommendations and no^coBRions for the exchange. 

The Chairman will prepare a memorandum forwarding the Subcommittee pro- 
posal to the Department of State and will circulate it to the Committee 
members for prior clearance. 


2. US- USSR Exchange Talks - Mr. Lee recalled that tn an earlier 
session of the talks, the Department of State proposed that the Soviet

the Committee. The Air Farce requested that It be given permission to 
work on the proposal at the October rate ting , so Cpt.

The Chairman geld that this was as ICY subject ami 
tha t the Committee had not dealt with It, but that the Canadians hai 
made a similar proposal to the Soviets. The Ch a irm a n agreed that the 
Committee would be interested la reviewing a proposal in this field If 
the informal Id working group would like to submit one. Col. Buck land 
questioned whether the Committee should be dealing with a guided trdUsiles 
proposal. The Chairman said that every collection opportunity related 
to guided missil es was being thoroughly explored and that the Committee 
would probably be remise if it did not review the opportunity carefully.

of the SIC Population Subcommittee and agreed that an exchange In tula 
field could yield worthwhile intelligence results . !he Subcommittee 
will be requested to complete the details nscessary for the proposal to 
the Department of Stats.

change of business machines technicians (T-39 )• The stated Soviet 
Interest in T-39 was use of business machines in connection with census* 
operations. 

7, (8-31) National TS lens taring Conference Exchange - The Chairman 
stated that the substantive experts, in an informal preliminary survey,, 
found that there would be a net Intelligence lose to the ITS unless some 
reciprocal arrangement was made in connection with the subject conference . 
Since no existing subcommittee Is appropr iate to deal wit h the subject,,
